The Royal Bank of Canada it for¬ 
warding to its shareholders a charac¬ 
teristically strong statement for the 
fiscal year to November 29, 1930. 
The past year has been a very diffi¬ 
cult one in all parts of the world and 
various banking systems have been 
confronted with many and rapid 
changes. It is particularly on this 
account that the statements of the 
larger Canadian banks have been 
awaited with more than usual inter¬ 
est. Their ability to meet the Condi¬ 
tions that have arisen and at the 
same time report a liquid position 
of marked strength testifies to the 
adaptability of the Canadian banking 
system. This is of paramount im¬ 
portance to the general trade of the 
country and in addition will result in 
outside banking centres of the world

Shareholders of the Royal Bank

a year which saw such general de¬ 
pression it was to be expected that 
total assets would be lower than in 
the banner year of 1929. Of greater 
importance, however, from the stand 
point of shareholders, is the fact 
that the statement shows the bank 
has been able to take care of the 
many situations that arose without 
in anyway impairing the strong liq¬ 
uid position it is customary to report 
This is shown by total liquid assets 
only a little than 50 per cent, of to¬ 
tal liabilities to the public. 

Earning have also been maintained 
at a satisfactory level and as a re¬ 
sult profits for the year not only 
permitted of payment of the usual

$164,261,285, being equivalent to 
21.17 per cent, of total public liabili¬ 
ties. 

Deposits have been well maintain¬ 
ed. Those bearing interest are re¬ 
ported at $543,843,554, against $591- 
380,470, and free deposits at $151,- 
/45,505 compare with $180,707,298 at 
the end of the previous year. 

The shrinkage in deposits is in 
line not only with the experience of 
banks in Canada, but in the princi¬ 
pal countries abroad. 

The lessened business activity 
throughout the country is reflected 
in a reduction in commercial loans to 
$444,815,877, down from $513,814,603 
last year. The shrinkage in letters 
of credit outstanding from $53,648,- 
178 to $38,299,506 is further evi¬ 
dence of the curtailed activity in in¬ 
ternational trade, due to world-wide 
economic conditions. 

In view of the contraction in vol¬ 
ume of business handled, the profit 
and loss account will doubtless be re¬ 
garded by shareholdtrs as very sat¬ 
isfactory. Total profits for the year 
amounted to $6,672,627, after provid¬ 
ing for charges of management and 
making full provision for bad and 
doubtful debts. This compares with 
$7,146,137 in the previous year. The 
profits for the year, added to the 
amount carried forward from the 
previous year, made the total avail¬ 
able for distribution $10,146,778. 

The report will be submitted to 
shareholders at the annual meeting 
which will be held at the Head Office 
of the bank, Thursday, January 8th. -

World-wide system of buying and 
selling wheat are foreseen as possi¬ 
bilities by George H. Williams, presi¬ 
dent of United Farmers of Canada 
Saskatchewan section. 

Leader of the strongest bloc of op¬ 
inion in favor of the 100 per cent 
pool, Mr. Williams in a statement to 
the Canadian Press cited the Federal 
Farm Board as tending toward one 
selling agency in the United States 
and the proposed British quota-buy¬ 
ing plan as a germ of possible future 
policy of the whole wheat-selling and 
wheat-buying world. 

“Many countries are of the opinion 
‘hat the future solution to the prob¬ 
lem of marketing agricultural pro¬ 
ducts, particularly wheat, lies along 
the line of concerted action,” Mr. 
Williams stated. He declared that 
today such nations as Italy, France, 
Genpany, Russia and Poland were 
definitely working towards central¬ 
ized selling. For years there has 
been 100 per cent, pooling organiza¬ 
tions in New Zealand and New South 
Wales and Australia threatened to 
fall in line. 

The step to a 100 per cent, pool for 
the quarter-million farmers on the 
Canadian Prairie is a short one, he 
believed. A total of 66 per cent, of 
the Western farmers are at present 
pool members. They enter by volun¬ 
tary contract but, “by altering the 
method of agreement from that of 
contract to that of ballot and by in¬ 
cluding the principle of democratic 
rule, it is only a short step from the 
present voluntary contract to the 100 
per cent legislative pool,” the farm 
head explained.

NEW MINE RECORDS 


Get Set For Banff Carnival 


Drama of the Banker, the. Elevator 
and the Enraged Farther 


1980 See* New High Kecorda in Out¬ 
put of Various Minerals 

Many new mining records were es¬ 
tablished in Canada in 1930, includ¬ 
ing high records for output of gold, 
petroleum, natural gas, copper and 
zinc, it was revealed in the annual 
review of the industry published 
Wednesday by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. Because of drustic re¬ 
duction in metal prices and lower out 
puts in many of the metalic miner¬ 
als, the total value of the Dominion’s 
mineral production in 1930 was 11 
per cent, lower than, in 1939. The 
valuation lor the year just closed 
wus $270,861),000 and for 1929, $310- 
850,000. 

Coal was the most valuable miner¬ 
al produced in Canada in 1930, the 
output being valued at $53,000,000. 
Gold was a close second with a valu¬ 
ation of $43,199,000, followed by cop¬ 
per, $38,087,000 and nickel $24,449,- 
000 . 

In 1930, over $850,000,000 was in¬ 
vested in Canadian mining. . The in¬ 
dustry gave employment to 95,000 
.men and its' annual payroll was $125 
000,000. 

In recording the longest terms of 
service of the mayors of various 
Canadian cities, the name of W. D.

EXTRACT BENZINE 


One of the prime objectives of the 
provincial government in 1931, will 
be definite steps for the utilization 
of Turner Valley’s waste gas. One 
of the moves, it is understood, will 
be to consider the establishment of 
j a plant for the extraction of benzine 
and other products from the waste 
gas. 

Dr. Boomer of the University of 
Alberta has for four years been en¬ 
gaged in perfecting a process for the 
separation of benzine from gas. He 
has conducted experiments with Vik¬ 
ing gas and it has been stated on 
good authority that Dr. Boomer’s 
process, separates half a gallon of 
benzine from each 1000 cubic feet of 
Viking dry gas.
